B urke ami Dempsey Tackle Each Other 
for Ten Hounds and 1110,000—McCaffrey 
and Golden Go In for S3,500 and Gore-

23.—The interest 
taken in the Dempsy - Burke fight was not 
perceptibly less than that manifested in the 
Sulliv an-Ry an contest of a few day s ago. 
A 
v ast crowd of people surged into Larkin 
street as e^rly as 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
bent upon obtaining early admission to the 
Pav ilion and securing good seats. 
When the 
doors were thrown open at 
8 o'clock there 
was a crush. 
The large squad of policemen 
on duty were nearly thrown from their feet 
by the struggling mass of people who fairly 
fought their way inward. 
The building is 
said to seat 7,000 persons, but it undoubtedly 
held 8 ,000 it Monday night. 
The fight between Dempsey and Burke was 
with small glov es, ten rounds, Mai quis 
of 
Queensberry rules. 
Burke weighed 104 and 
Dempsey 158 pounds. 
It is was 10:30 when 
Burke stepped into the ring. 
A moment 
later Dempsey appeared. 
Both were loudly 
applauded. 
Both seemed in good form. 
Calls for John L. Sulliv an to act as referee 
were v ain, as he refused, as did Paddy Ry an, 
and the matter was finally arranged by 
Frank Crockett acting for Burke ami Jack 
Hollinger for Dempsey . 
Time was called 
at 11:08. 
No sooner did the men come together than 
Dempsey struck Burke with his left 
i n the 
small ribs, jumping back quickly . 
Careful 
sparring followed. 
Burke 
reached 
and 
landed lightly . 
Dempsey again struck out 
with his left, Barke countering on Demp­ 
sey ’s cheek. 
The short-arm fighting which 
followed resulted slightly in Burkes favor.

Burke opened by a heav y 
right-hander on his opponent’s cranium.
